Harvests Also To Be

Corn Worst Since 1930, 
U.S, Forecast Shows. 


NORMALCARRYOVER 
IS SEEN FOR WHEAT 


Drouth Aids AAA in 
Achieving Goal of Reduc- 
ing Enormous Surplus 


to Normal Proportions. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—(/)— 
The story of the drouth was written 
today in figures of the government’s 


crop forecast which predicted a wheat 
harvest of only 483, 662,000 bushels, 
the smallest in 41 years. Production 
in 1893 was 427,553,000 bushels. 

The estimate showed the same situ- 
ation in the case of oats. barley, rye 
and corn save for 1930, when the 
corn crop was ravaged by midsummer 
dry weather. Corn production for 1934 
as. estimated at 2.113,137,000 bush- 
els 

“Due to acreage reduction programs 
and to losses from drouth, the total 
acreage of field crops harvested will 
probably be the lowest in 25 years,” 
the report said, adding that “the 
crop situation is less promising than 
at this season in any recent year and 
little if any brighter than a month 


ago.” 
Rains Little Help. 

Private observers had felt that 
rains since the official crop forecast 
in June had improved conditions to 
the extent that the tentative figure 
of 500,000,000 bushels. of wheat a 
month ago would be raised. 

Instead, there was a reduction of 
16,378,000 bushels. The estimate for 
winter wheat last month was 400,- 
000,000 bushels as compared to 394,- 
268.000 today. 

The crop reporting board made no 
official forecast for spring wheat in 
June but it said the figure was around 
100,000,000 bushele. The estimate to- 
dav was 89,394,000. 

The five-year average production 
of wheat for 1927-1931 was 886,359,- 
000 bushels. Secretary Wallace an- 
nounced only yesterday that the 15 
per cent reduction in wheat acreage

AIR COMMISSION 
TAKES UP DUTIES 
UNDER ATLANTAN 


Clark Howell Pledges 
Open-Minded Inquiry 
Into Nation’s Aeronau- 
tical Problems. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—(4)— 
The task of shaping the nation’s 
aeronautical development into a pro- 
gram of unity and definite direction 
was begun today by President Roose- 


velt’s aviation commission. 

It met, organized and set imme- 
diately to work under the direction 
of Clark Howell, Atlanta publisher 
and commission chairman, 

Howell said the agency would have 
“an open mind” as it delved into 
every phase of aviation, considering 
both national defense and commercial 
and private flying. 

“The investigation will be construc- 
tive rather than critical,” said Howell. 
“We are not going into the past, but 
will go into the future entirely.” 

Meeting first at the White House 
in the office of Marvin Mclntyre, a 
secretary to the president, the com- 
mission organized, recessed for lunch 
and then set out for the Army War 
College for a session with the special 
board appointed by Secretary Dern 
to study the army air corps. 

Report This Week. 

The Dern-appointed board, headed 
by Newton D. Baker, former secre- 
tary of war, probably will publish its 
report this week. It is expected to 
recommend some personnel changes in 
the air corps, 

After the organization meeting, 
Howell announced Edward P. War- 
ner, former assistant secretary of the 
navy in charge of aviation, editos of 
an aviation magazine aud former pro- 
fessor of aeronautics at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, had been se- 
lected vice chairman, and that Ma- 
jor Carroll Cone, assistant director 
of air commerce of the department 
of commerce, would serve as execu- 
tive secretary of the commission.

REDUCTIONS SEEN 
N GINNING RATE 


Projected Agreement Dis- 
carded Because Industry 
Demanded Rate-Fixing. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—)— 
Prospect of a material reduction to 
the farmer in the cost of ginning cot- 
ton was seen today.by the farm ad- 
ministration, as it dropped formally 
a proposed ginners’ — agree- 
ment. 

So long as the sivoumaist had been 
a live factor, it was explained, gin- 
ning prices stiffened. Now, however, 
administration officials said, there was 
every reason to believe that the “wide 
open” competitive situation created 
would result in a big gaving to the 
producer. 

The projected marketing agreement, 
brought forward by the ginners, was 
discarded, the AAA said, because the 


industry declined to accept it unless 
it carried rate-fixing provisions. 
This insistence upon guaranteed 


_prices for ginning was manifested. it 


was added. in a dozen hearings 
throughout the cotton belt, completed 
only recently. 

Cully A. Cobb, chief of the admin- 
istration’s cotton section, announced 
the death of the agreement in these 
words : 

“The administration fipds itself un- 
able to sanction and enforce fixed 
rates for ginning services, and as the 
industry felt this was a primary re- 
quirement for successful operation of 
the agreement, we have but one al- 
ternative—that is, to discontinue our 
present efforts to effect an agree- 
ment,” 

The ginners had proposed rates, 
exclusive of bagging and ties, ranging 
from 35 cents per 100 pounds in sec- 
tions of the old south to 45 cents in 
Texas, 

An authoritative source estimated 
the mere prospect last season ofthe 
agreement, which bore only tentative 
approval, had cost the farmers be- 
tween $5,000,000 and $10,000,000 more 
for their ginnings than they would 
have paid otherwise, adding the rates 
proposed were widely charged for a 
time until growers began to demand 
reductions, learning the tariffs were: 
merely projected and had no force 
of authority.

Police were seeking Neal Meyers, 
El Reno pharmacy student, who, they 
said, was reported by Mrs. Brown to 
have been the girl’s companion dur- 
ing an all-night stay at her home 
last night. 

Mrs. Brown's 16-year-old son, Rich- 
ard, told officers Meyers telephoned 
Dr. Stephens and then left the house 
immediately, saying he was going to 
the university infirmary for another 
physician. 

The girl's parents said they had 
believed their datghter was at a 
Tulsa, Okla., house party. 

Mrs. Brown told police when she 
arriyed home from work at 8 o'clock 
lastnight, Meyers, whom she knew. 
and the girl, whom she did not know, 
were in the house. 

Meyers introduced the girl as his 
wife, police said Mrs. Brown related, 
and asked if they might stay ail 
night. 

Mrs. Brown told police she con- 
sented and that Miss Mills slept with 
her: the yourng man in another room. 

Dr, Stephens, who was called at 
8 o'clock this afternogn, said the girl, 
lying fully clothed on a bed, was dead 
when he arrived.

APPEAR IN TEXTILE, 


STEEL INDUSTRIE 


Republic Steel Cuts Un- 
ion Tie; 30,000 Vote for 
Textile Strike in Ala-

New labor troubles in the _ steel 
and textile industries appeared on 
the industrial horizon Tuesday 
plague officials already working on 
the longshoremen's strike on the Pa- 
cific coast and numerous other work- 
ers’ disputes of smalier magnitude. 

At Warren, Ohio. the Republic 
Stee] Corporation, third largest in 
the country, announced it hag ended 
its 20-year-old relationship with the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers, fearing that 
control of the union would pase into 
the hands of the “radieals” that al- 
most precipitated a general steel | 


strike last spring. The workers veaee | 


to lay the case before the steel arbi- 
tration board, appointment of which 
aborted the trouble last spring. 

At Pittsburgh, the association went | 
into conference with independent 
steel operators, some of whom said 
others might follow the Republic’s' 
example. 

Strike of 5,000 Averted. 

At Portsmouth, Ohio, the steel la- 
bor board and the Amalgamated inter- 
vened to prevent a strike of 5,000 
employes of the Wheeling Stee] Cor- 
poration over dismissal of a union 
executive who had a fight with a non- 
union employe. 

Threats of strikes were heard in 
Alabama's textile mills and dispatches 
from Huntsville said workers there 
had voted to strike but had not fixed 
a date. State labor officials at Bir- 
mingham, said they had not been 
informed of the reported strike vote. 
Union textile workers of the state 
were to meet in Birmingham Sun- 
day and Hare said a strike vote 

might be taken then. It was estimated 
that the threatened strike would af- 
fect from 18,000 to 30,000 workers 
in the state. 

The workers seek a work week cut 
from 40 to 30 hours, increase of 
minimum wages from $8 to $12 for 
a 30-hour week, and abolition of the 
“stretch-out system,” by which a 
limit would be set on the number of 
looma for each worker to prevent 
reduction of personnel. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins said 
she believed the San Francisco mari- 
time strike could be settled if the 
“sympathy strikes” of nine other 
finions were submitted to arbitration. 

The sympathy Strikes were part 
of a plan to call a general etrike 
on the coast to support the long- 
shoremen. Portland, Seattle and Oak- 
land were involved especially. Mean- 
while a deputy sheriff was killed by 
gunfire, to be added to the six 
strikers or sympathizers already slain 
in the strike. 

At Minneapolis mediators strtg- 
gled to prevent a truck drivers’ strike. 
Cannery Strike Settled. 

From Washington. Secretary Per- 
kins announced the a of cannery 
workers at Bridgetoon, N. J.. in prog- 
ress two weeks, had been settled, and 
that the strikers would be reinstated 
as soon as possible. The strike had 
been marked with various minor vio- 
lence for the last few days.

NRA COMMISSION 
URGED BY JOHNSON 


Administrator Expects 
* Action on Recommenda- 
tion in Near Future. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—(/)— 
Creation of «a non-partisan commis- 
sion to administer NRA, with the 
probability of his own retirement, has 
been recommended to President. Roose- 
velt by Hugh 8S. Jobnson. 

“I have recommended to the presi- 
dent that this wan’t be a one-man job 
when it passes into the field of ad- 
ministration,” Johnson said. as sug- 
gest a board or commission.’ 

The Blue Eagle chief fedicata’ the 
matter is now up to Mr. Roosevelt. 
He hinted “action might be taken on 
his recommendation within the next 
month-or two. 

“Will you be here until congress 
meets?” Johnson was asked. 

‘That is the probability. although 
I'd. like to get away. he replied. 

At his press conference, Johnson 
said he would like to see this new 
administrative agency, which was de- 
scribed as a board or commission, “set 
up as soon as there is some coales- 
cehe indiverse codes—as soon as we 
get the basic code out and a few 
other things done.” 

Johnson emphasized that the im- 
pression should not be gained that 
“I’m going out.” 

“T’ll stay just as long as the presi- 
dent thinks he needs me,” he said. “I 
think if we move into a period of 
administration instead of the pioneer- 
ing work of setting up codes, we'll 
need more balance in carrying out 
NRA.” 

Johnson said he foresaw no change 
in the “underlying principles” of 
NRA and that he was opposed to

HIGH MURDER RATE 


[SHIT BY BIBB JURY 


Prohi Law Should Either Be 
Enforced or Repealed, 
County Body States. 


MACON, Ga., July 10.—(P)~—A 
Warning against the high murder rate 
in Bibb county and a declaration that 
the prohibition law should be “prop- 
erly enforced” or repealed, was made 
in presentments of the Bibb county 
grand jury. 

The report said a number of the 
grand jurors feel that lack of proper 
enforcement of the prohibition law has 
“a great deal to do with the lack of 
respect for law which has grown up.” 

There were 15 murders in Bibb 
county during the first five months 
of the year, the report said. “If we 
maintain this average for the year we 
will stand almost at the head of the 
list of cities in the United States. 
Our rate per thousand has been run- 
ning higher than Chicago for some 
time, although it has not been as high 
as that of Memphis, Birmingham and 
other cities having a large negro pop- 
ulation. Most of the murderers and 
victims are negroes, and the murders 
rome as a result of pistol ‘toting’ and 
the carrying of razors and knives.” 

The report called on officers and 
citizens for better law enforcement 
and said ‘we were particularly struck 
‘with the number of accidents growing 
out of the illegal use of automobiles b 
persons while drunk or driving vehi- 
cles improperly equipped with lights 
and brakes.”

Hicks Fort at Athens 
Calls for Support of Pro- 
gressive School Program 


ATHENS, Ga., July 10.—(4)—Co- 
operation will be the basis of a new 
social order and education system, 
a dozen speakers said today at a con- 
ference sponsored by the University 
of Georgia and the state department 
of education. 

T. Fort Hicks, president of the 
board of trustees of Columbus public 
schools, called for a “willing submis- 
sion to the support for a progressive 
educational program.” Declaring that 
education was paramount, he urged 
revision of Georgia’s tax system. 

Book rental systems, partly as 
county comtributions, were suggested 
by S. J. Powell, Lee county superin- 
tendent, and State Auditor Tom Wis- 
dom said that school’ authorities 
should give more to the public for 
its money through sound bookkeep- 
ing and budgeting. 

Upon the legislature and the gov- 
ernor falls the task of providing 
machinery and money “to pay 20,000 
teachers a minimum living salary,” 
I. M. Lester, of the state education 
department, told the conference. 

Dr. Josephine Pierce, vice presi- 
dent of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and director of the 
Georgia Club Institute now in ses- 
sion here, said that “children must 
be trained to meet all the new prob- 
lems arising in the changing social 
order. 

_Federal programs, she said, are 
aimed at a more even distribution of 
wealth and it is the duty of educa- 
tors to prepare people for a wise use 
of additional wealth. : 


At the morning session Dr. W. H. 
Cox, president of Emory University, 
suggested co-operation of educators 
in developing better homes “since 
they are not always giving fit mate- 
rial for our schools.” He added that 
co-operation is going to be insured— 
either by the people themselves or 
by government fiat or ownership—in 
the building of a new social order. 

President 8. V. Sanford, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, asked that the 
public join teachers in solving educa- 
tion’s problenis, education being “our 
great business.” Dean Paul W. Chap- 
man, of the college of agriculture, 
pledged the college to assistance in 
“building a new social order— a plan- 
ned, co-ordinated and socialized econo- 
Education for tomorrow, Dr. Paul 
W. Morrow, university education pro- 
fessor said, is going to include co-op- 
eration. 

S. D. Copeland, Richmond county 
superintandent declared that the state 
board of education has the right to 
expect utmost co-operaion from su- 
perintendents. The county officials, 
he said, should contribute wise execu- 
tive actions and should know and ad- 
vocate state department policies. 

Presiding over the morning con- 
ference was Mre. Charles Center, At- 
lanta, Georgia Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation president. Mrs. H. B. Ritchie, 
of Athens, president of the Georgia 
Women’s Club, was in charge of the 
night program.

By Dr. Herty in Pine Tests 


SAVANNAH, Ga., 
Two major results obtained from ex- 
periments in the Georgia pine paper 
pulp laboratory here under direction 
of Dr. Chafles H. Herty, show that 
all the standing pine trees in the 
south today, grown since the forests 
were cut in the late nineties, is avail- 
able for making groundwood, the 
chief constituent of newsprint. 


Dr. Herty also reported in another 
test that groundwood was prepared 
from young pines which were kept 
in the laboratory nine weeks from 
cutting, showing an estimated’35 to 
40 per cent of blue stain, yet the pa- 
per made this afternoon from the 
badly-stained groundwood mixed with 
25 per cent sulphite is as pure white 
as any paper ever made in the lab- 
oratory. 

These two developments are among 
the most important since the estab- 
lishment of the laboratory and since 
Dr. Herty’s discovery of the uses 
of pine in the making of newsprint 
and other papers. His statement of 
the successful and far-reaching ex- 
periments today was as follows: 

“About a month ago paper was 
made successfully from 75 per cent 
of groundwood made from trees 50 
years of age and therefore contain- 
ing a large amount of heartwood, how- 
ever. difficulty was experienced in 
making this run becanse of excessive 
foaming on the paper machine. It was 
believed that this foaming was due 
to the use of a centrifugal machine 
for removing impurities and which in- 
cidentally whipped up the pulp into 
a foamy masse. Today a second run 
has been made from this same gronnd- 
wood, using the flat screens instead 
of the centrifugal machine. The re- 
sultant paper was an excellent quali-

Presidential Nominee 
Praises “Old Order.” 


UNIVERSITY, Va.. July 10,—(/) 
In a defense of the “old order,” John 
W. Davis warned tonight against the 
death of representative democracy 
“by the slow strangulation of an en- 
girdling bureaucracy.” 

If it must die, he said, “it would die 
a nobler death in the lightning and 
storm...” : 

“Surely we have warrant to be 
lieve,” the 1924 democratic presiden- 
tial candidate told the institute of 

ublic affairs at the University of 

irginia, “that within the framework 
provided by the old order, progress is 
still possible, reforms are still prac- 
ticable an@ recovery is still attain- 
able, 

“In the court of reason, in the light 
of history, the burden of proof rests 
wholly on those who would persuade 
us to the contrary.” 

Good Done. 

The New York attorney said he 
was speaking “neither for nor against 
the ‘new deal’ in the present use of 
that alluring phrase. Under that title 
good has been done, no doubt, which 
n»> one would wish to undo.” 

“And I share the general admira- 
tion evoked by the energy, promptitude 
and driving power shown by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt,” he continued. “On 
the other hand to approve or reject 
any policy or group of policies in mass 
and without analysis is an act solely 
of emotion, not of reason.” 

Declaring that he did not wish to 
be regarded “as an opponent of 
change’ and that “as a liberal I put 
my faith now and always in the free- 
dom of the human mind,” David said: 

“I am aware that one who comes as 
I do to lay his humble wreath at the 
feet of the old order runs serious 
risks. Someone is sure to denounce 
him as a bourbon and others perhaps 
to baptir> him as a Tory. 

“He may be invited to be silent un- 
til he can bring forth some new thing 
of his own; although it is not quite 
clear why one who sees his friend 
driving headlong toward a precipce 
must wait to warn him until he can 
produce a road map of the district.” 

In emphasizing his precept that a 
greater faith and practice in democ- 
racy should obtain, Davis said the 
“supreme court has sanctioned the 
doctrine that congress, having passed 
a reasonable specific statute, may- 
commit to an administrative depart- 
ment the duty by rules nd regulations 
of ‘filing out the details.’ 

“But that inch having been given, 
the ell that is taken runs in final 
statutory form not entirely unlike 
this: ‘Something is 
country which ought to be put right; 
it is hereby made the duty of the 
executive to find out what that some- 
thing is and to promulgate such rules, 
regulations, edicts and decrees as he 
or it may deem useful to correct it. 
Draconian penalties are not infre- 
quently attached to discourage those 
who otherwise might imprudently re- 
sist. 

“. . « Some state legislatures have 
out-Heroded Herod in point of self- 
abnegation by enacting that the law 
of the state shall henceforth be what- 
ever congress has adopted as a recov- 
ery act together with any codes, 
agreements, licenses, rules and regu- 
lations made effective thereunder. 

Surrender. 

“This is more than co-operation; 
it is unconditional surrender.” 

It stands to obvious reason, the 
attorney said, ‘“‘that no man, whether 
the president of the United States 
or another, either the present high- 
minded and industrious occupant of 
that office, or one less gifted, can 
carry out such commands of himself.” 

This brings into being, Davis said, 
the bureaucracy that threatens the 
existence of democracy. 

“For,” he said, “be it remembered 
that, while there are, according to 
the latest computations I’ve seen, some 
644,000 employes of one grade or an- 
other on the federal pay roll, no sin- 
gle man or woman in the , United 
States has ever cast his or her vote 
for more than five persons in all that 
mighty host. These five are the presi- 
dent, the vice president, two senators 
and one congressman, at far and 
no farther marks the voters’ choice.” 

Asserting that “drowning men have 
clutched at straws ever since’ the 
world began,” Davis said the “battle 
cry has always been the same: ‘The 
old order has failed us;’ ‘capitalism 
has definitely failed;’ ‘away with it 
and let something better be put in its 


place.’

SEEN AS POSSIBILITY 


CHICAGO, July 10.—(4)—tThe re- 
publican party may set up a “brain 
trust” of its own, Henry P. Fletcher, 
national chairman, told young repub- 
licans meeting with campaign man- 
agers to plan the fall offensive. 

“I know our program must be pro-

“We can’t campaign on negatives,” 
said Fletcher, “but we must work 
within the framework of the consti- 
tution.

Declaring that he would take coun- 
sel from national leaders to keep re- 

ublican policies fresh and _ alive, 

letcher said: 

“If what we get is a brain trust, 
it will be a- brain trust.” 

Roosevelt directed a sharp attack 
at the administration’s program, call- 
ing it “a colossal scheme to reach 
into the affairs of every man in the 
community.” 

He foresaw—as the result of a pro- 
gram “confessedly aimed at regimen- 
tation”—a country “frozen into class- 
es, under the rule of an oligarchy.” 

Condemning business men for ‘‘pus- 
syfooting,’’ Colonel Roosevelt describ- 
ed the country as “in fear.” He 
warned the young republican leaders, 
representing organized groups in 17 
states, that the G. O. P. must do 
more than criticize he said, “right 
now the large part of our people are 
concerned with how to exist. They 
want security, and we've got to meet 
it. Old age pensions? Unemployment 
insurance—they may cost money, but 
they don’t violate the constitution,” 


3 TRUST FIRMS FINED 


FOR PRACTICING LAW 


JEFFERSON CITY. Mo., July 10. 

(P)—The Missouri supreme court in a 
unanimous decision today held that 
trust companies do not have the right 
under their corporate chart®€rs to give 
legal advice in connection with the 
drawing of wills, life insurance trusts 
and other trust agreement.

PARIS, July 10.—(4)—Categoric 
denial from informed banking quar- 
ters tonight met the stir caused by 
reports that George L. Harrison had 
been talking dollar-pound stabilization 
in Basel, Switzerland. 

Harrison arrived in Paris late to- 
day, en route back to the United 
States, but kept close-lipped silence 
concerning a warning telegraphed to 
him by Senator Thomas, of Oklahoma, 
ledding inflationist, who protested 
against “any step you take toward 
tying our money in any way to any 
foreign money.” 


Harrison, governor of the New York 
Federal Reserve bank, is here to talk 
with French bankers and inform him- 
self of financial conditions. His 
plans, except for conversations at the 
Bank of France and other institu- 
tions, remained uncertain. He em- 
barks for New York on the Europa 
July 18. setae 

As a result of the Thomas criticism 
he was seeking tonight to avoid con- 
tacts which might lend a significant 
aspect to his visit here, which friegd- 
ly bankers said was “strictly for in- 
formation.” 

“Tie-Up” Viewed as Unlikely. 

Stabilization of the relation be- 
tween the pound and the dollar was 
scouted in international financial cir- 
cles as unlikely. Virtual stabilization 
of the dollar and other currencies, 
they said, was confirmed in conversa- 
tions at Basel, and maintenance of 
the world’s currencies around the 
present level for some time to come 
was predicted. : ; 

Harrison was represented in in- 
formed quarters as wishing to avoid 
controversy with Thomas over what 
he considers a misinterpretation of his 
visit at Basel. 

Reports that he assured the heads 
of European central banks that there 
would be no further devaluation of the 
United States dollar were termed 
ridiculous by these sources, “because 
only President Roosevelt is qualified 
to say, and Harrison does not know 
the president’s intentions.” 

Replies by Cable to Thomas. 

Harrison cabled Senator Thomas, 
asserting that his visit abroad is “not 
to negotiate any arrangement about 
anything.” 

The cable, dispatched from Basel, 
read as follows: “I beg to acknowl- 
edge receipt of your cable this morn- 
ing referring to certain press dis- 
patches concerning purpose of my 
present trip abroad. 

“Whatever may have been reported, 
the only purpose of my trip is to pay 
visit to certain correspondent banks 
abroad to inform them regarding con- 
ditions at home and to attempt to 
ascertain as much as I can of condi- 
tions here, and not to negotiate any 
arrangement about anything. Signed. 
Harrison.”

Colombians Hail Roosevelt 


As He Predicts New Peace Era 


CARTAGENA, Colombia, July 10. 
(UP)—President Roosevelt told Co- 
lombians today that “We citizens of 


all the American republics are on 
the threshold of a new era—an era 
of peaceful understanding.” 

Mr. Roosevelt, setting a precedent 
by stepping ashore on foreign soil 
while in office, emphasized that his 
administration at Washington would 
adhere closely to its enunciated pol- 
icy of “live and let live.” 

In a brief address at a reception 
given in his honor by President En- 
rique Olaya Herrera in this ancient 
port on the Spanish main, the presi- 
dent expressed hope that all peoples 
would make a persistent effort to un- 
derstand the problems and the cul- 
tures of the separate races and na- 


tions that make up the Americas. 


“May both our countries from this 
day forth,” he said, “come to honor 
each other as good neighbors.” 

The Colombians listened and ap- 
plauded this second Roosevelt, a dis- 
tant cousin of another President 
Roosevelt, who earlier in this cen- 
tury boasted he had seized the Isth- 
mus of Panama from Colombia, 
made it an independent republic and 
gained the right to cut ai canal 
through it for the benefit of the 
North Americans. 

“I am indeed grateful to you for 
your reception,” the latter-day Roose- 
velt said, “and for the friendship 
which you have shown.” 

A little later, the presidential party 
returned to the U. S. 8. Houston and 
sailed for Colon, Panama, next stop 
on Mr, Roosevelt’s holiday cruise to 
Hawaii. 


Strange, Rare Malady Claims Life 
Of Third Child in Chicago Family 


CHICAGO, July 10.—()—Death 
due to status thymicolymphaticus, a 
rare condition of distorted development 
of body organs, took today the third 
and last child of James C. School, of 
Maywood, IIl. 

The baby, Betty Annabelle, 2, be- 
came ill yesterday. Her temperature 
shot up and she died today as sud- 
denly as her brother James died four 
years ago and her brother Robert two 
years ago. All three died at about 
age 2. 

Medical authorities described the 
condition as an abnormal enlargement 
of the thymus, which lies in the up- 
per, forward, middle part of the chest, 
together with an excessive amount of 
lymphatic tissue. Other organs, such 
as the heart and arteries, are 
improperly developed with paper-thin 
walls and inadequate openings. 

Death is directly caused by the in- 
creased susceptibility to infection, to 


injury or to vaguer causes such as 
undue excitement. 


Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the 
American Medical Journal, said it is 
not known why the thymus and lym- 
phatie tissue enlarge. The thymus is 
large in all babies, but decreases in 
proportion to the size of the body 
in normal ones as puberty approaches. 
Autopsy on the School baby showed 
that the thymus was twice as large 
as normal, coroner's physicians re- 
ported. 

There is no known cure for the 
condition, it was said, although the 
size of the thymus can be reduced 
with X-ray treatments. The School 
baby was taking such treatment. 

The fact that all three children of 
the couple died of the same cause 
Dr. Fishbein said, indicated a prob- 
able hereditary factor.

Word of France’s new stand fol- 
lowed closing of the Anglo-French 
naval talks, and a brief conference 
among the French and United States 
delegates at Norman Davis’ headquar- 
ters in the Hyde Park hotel. Davis, 
head of the American group, will con- 
tinue preliminary naval talks with 
French experts tomorrow. 

Results Encouraging. 

Authoritative information. available 
after the departure of French For- 
eign Minister Louis Barthou for 
Paris tonight, indicated the results 
of the two-day talks in London gen- 
erally were regarded as among the 
most important post-war peace moves, 

The impression not only of the 
participants but also informed impar- 
tial governments is that the outcome 
signifies a vital step toward consolli- 
dation of European. peace. Out- 
standing results, it was learned re- 
liably, include: 

1. Britain agreed to assume a be- 
nevolently neutral attitude toward the 
Franco-Russian plan for a seven-pow- 
er east European pact of mutual as- 
sistance, including Germany. 

2. Britain was understood to have 
consented to the French intention of 
assuring the entry of the soviet union 
into the League of Nations. 

3. France intimated readiness’ to 
grant important arms concessions to 
Germany, legalizing a ‘reasonable 
German rearmament” provided Ger- 
many joins hér proposed east Euro- 
pean pact. 


New Hope. 

As result, new hope sprang in the 
breasts of the diplomats that a gen- 
eral European convention limiting ar- 
maments may yet be signed. 

The good work wifl be carried on 
tomorrow during Franco-American 
naval and general arms talks, when 
Davis and the French naval minis- 
ter, Francois VPietri, confer with ex- 
perts on naval affairs from both coun- 
tries. 

The nations to sign the east Euro- 
pean treaty are: 

France, Russia, Germany, Poland 
and the three Baltic states, Lithuania, 
Latvia and Estonia.

FEDERAL INCOME 
SHOWS BIG GAIN 


Five States Pay Over 
Half of $2,672,318,602 
Taxes in Fiscal Year. 


WASHINGTON, . July 10—(4)— 
In five of the 48 states—New York, 
North Carolina, Illinois, Pennsylvania 
and California—the federal govern- 
ment collected more than half of the 
$2,672,318,602 received from taxation 
in the fiscal year just ended. 

Eleven states—Arizona, Idaho, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Ver- 
mont, Wyoming, Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi, Nevada, Utah and Montana— 
meanwhile contribute less than one 
per cent of the federal tax yield. 

As usual, New York had the year’s 


biggest tax bill, $564,3821.808. North 
Carolina was second with $260,344,- 
351, while Illinois with $214,714,810, 
Pennsylvania with $193,552,222 and 
California with $151,245,457 followed 
along in order. 

Wyoming Pays Least. 

At the other end of the scale, Wy- 
oming paid the least, $1,170,330. 
South Dakota was next to last with 
$1,285,796 and then followed Idaho, 
1,842,100, Arizona $1,362,192 and 
fermont, $1,443,418. 

Every state in the union showed 
increases, ranging in some cases as 
high as 300 per cent, in miscellaneous 
tax collections for the fiscal year as 
compared with the year previous to 
raise the grand total fer the country 
from $873,047.820 to $1,483,789,755. 

In the income tax category every 
state but six showed a jump, while 
the total for the country as a whole 
increased from $746,791,494 to $817,- 
808,457. The six whose income tax 
payments declined were Arizona, 
Idaho, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan and 
Virginia. 

Receipts Show Gain Over ’33. 

All internal revenue’ receipts for 
the fiscal year 1934—figures previous- 
lv announced—aggregated $2,672,31%,- 
602 as compared with $1,619,839,224 
for the fiscal year 1933. The 1954

Group Seeks To Have Plant 
Built in South for South- 


ern Publishers. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 10. 
(P)—The Southern Newspaper Pub- 


lishers’ Association today asked south- | (4) 


ern publishers to furnish data on the 
amount of newsprint they are using 
and how much they would use from a 
southern plant if quality and prices 


were equal. 

The action came as a result of the 
work of the newsprint committee, 
named at the recent meeting in Ashe- 
ville. . 

The committee, of which James G. 
Stahlman, of the Nashville Banner, 
is chairman, on June 25 inspected the 
laboratory directed by Dr. Charles H. 
Herty at Savannah, Ga., and after 
witnessing the making of newsprint 
from southern pine, authorized a sur- 
vey by a firm of paper mill engineers. 

The questionnaire sent to southern 
publishers today says the committee 


is seeking to save them thousands of 
dollars ‘annually in newsprint costs 
and requests the tonnage of southern 
paper they could use in 1936 if a 
mill were constructed, quality was 
equal and prices even or lower than 
prices now paid for northern paper. 

Figures also were requested for the 
amount of paper used during the last 
five. years

COMMUNICATIONS 
BODY TO ORGANIZE 


New Federal Group Will 
Meet in Capital Today 
To Take Up Duties. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—(/)— 
The nation will start tomorrow the 
task of imposing unified regulation 
on the nation’s vast wire and wire- 
less systems. 

The new federal communications 
commission, with Eugene O. Sykes at 
its head will meet to organize its 
work and absorb the old radio com- 


mission, of which Sykes has been 
chairman. 

One division of the new commis- 
sion, will plunge quickly inte the rou- 
tine of «determining channels and 
wave lengths and other tasks con- 
nected with radio. 

As for telephone and telegraph, each 
nf which will be under a division of 
its own, much ground must he broken 
hefore any rate-fixing or other defi- 
nite results are expected. Sykes has 
said: the machinery will be started 
as promply as possible, but broad 
studies must come first. 

Congress, in fact, charged the com- 
mission to prepare a report by next 
February looking to any changes that 
need be made in the new legislation. 

Most of the 232 emploves of the 
radio commission are expected to be 


transferred to the new outfit. Herbert | 


L. Petty, secretary of the old board, 
is believed in line for a corresponding 
post with the new body. at a $7,500 
salary. Similarly, Dr. C. B. Joliffe, 
chief engineer, is expected to be taken 
over, receiving $9,000.

G. O. P. WANTS $1,000,000. 

The republican party’s campaign 
to re-elect G. O. P. members of 
the congress whose terms have ex- 
pired, and to recapture districts 
lost to the party in the Roosevelt 
landslide, began last Saturday in a 
hopeful meeting of Michigan repub- 
licans at Jackson, where the party 
was born 80 years ago. 

Starting out with a party deficit 
of $208,000, one of the first things 
that confronts the national commit- 
tee is the demand by Chairman 
Fletcher that National Secretary 
George Getz get busy and raise a 
fund of $1,000,000 to pay the ex- 
penses of this come-back attempt. 

It will not be difficult to find 
plenty of republican ‘‘spell-binders” 
to tell the country just what the 
G. O. P. old guard thinks of the 
New Deal, but it takes money for 
traveling expenses, and radio time 
also costs money. The cash used 
to come from the individuals and 
firms which prospered under repub- 
lican dispensation of governmental 
benefits; but from 1929 until Presi- 
dent Hoover checked out of the 
presidential chair there wasn’t much 
“gravy” in the dish, so fund col- 
lectors may have some difficulty in 
making the grade demanded by Mr. 
Fletcher. 

In his keynote speech Mr. 
Fletcher attacked the last congress, 
calling it a “rubber-stamp’’ outfit, 
for surrendering its powers to the 
executive, and insulted intelligence 
by insinuating that the government 
under Roosevelt had gone socialis- 
tic. He also asserted that the policy 
of the administration “‘not only has 
delayed normal recovery but has im- 
measurably complicated the entire 
economic situation.” 

If that is to be the basis on which 
the republicans hope to secure 
enough votes to recapture lost con- 
gressional districts, they will waste 
a lot of good money; the nation 
does not subscribe to those views. 
This was made plain by the Literary 
Digest poll in which 1,772,123 
votes were cast. The vote was di- 
vided 1,083,752 for the general 
policies of the New Deal and 
688,411 against them. The most 
interesting disclosure was that 459,- 
338 of those who voted for the 
New Deal had voted for Hoover in 
1932, but had since changed their 
minds in regard to Roosevelt. 

When the republican spell-bind- 
ers begin shelling the woods with 
attacks on the administration’s re- 
covery program, and try to explain 
what they mean by ‘‘normal recov- 
ery,” which is what Hoover was 
awaiting when he could always see 
prosperity just around the corner, 
they will quickly .realize that the 
American yvote® cannot ba bam- 
boozled or befogged.

Spurgeon. 


It’s a hundred years nee that 
Charles Hadden Spurgeon, the great 
Baptist preacher, died. Of him, Dr. 
T. R. Glover writes in the Manches- 
ter Guardian, “There are few things, 
said Macaulay, as pitiful as an ex- 
lion, It is noticeable that not one 
of the ‘great preachers’ of America 
has ever for long, or very much, in- 
terested the English people. Why? 
Spurgeon did; his tabernacle was full 
to the last. Again, why? He had, 
all his listeners say, a marvelous 
voice; so have other men now and 
then, and do nothing particular with 
it; a great freedom in speech—as if 
a flow of words in extempore talk 
amounted to much; deep religious 
convictions—and so, thank God! have 
7,000 other people, possibly more, but 
the Old Testament figure seems mod- 
erate and safe. He read, he studied, 
he knew men, he liked men-—yes, 50 
do heaps of people. 

“His matter, then? ... The real 
service of the great man is not 80 
much to strike out new ideas as to 
bring home to men and women the 
value of old ideas which they have 
been taking for granted and been 
content not to examine. Waked up 
by the preacher, they looked with a 
new emotion into what had stirred 
none; Browning in his ‘Fra Lippo 
says the same of painters; both are 
interpreters who open our dull eyes 
to wonder at the familiar.” 

But the sermons in printed form, 
says Dr. Glover, never had the same 
electrical effect they had when Spur- 
geon pronounced them. This is not 
uncommon. Once I heard the late 
Aristide Briand make a speech at 
Geneva. One of his greatest. Men 
were overwhelmed with its power and 
beauty and great content. A year 
later I read the speech in print. It 
did not impress me in the least. The 
voice was missing.

THE DRUNKS THAT GO FREE. 

Young man driving a car with four 

assengers attempted a quick swerve 

tom the path of another car at a 
corner and wrecked upon a lamppost. 
Some of his passengers were seriously 
‘injured. Just who was at fault js 
uncertain, but anyway the young man 
was arrested for drunken driving, 
and held ‘in jail on some technicality 
which precluded bail. Some of his 
friends brought strong influence to 
bear, but the judge was firm and the 
young man served his time in jail. 
He and his friends indignantly declare 
he had had “‘only one or two” drinks 
at the party they had attended. The 
familiar alibi. If I were a judge one 
drink would be ample to sustain the 
charge. 

It seems to me that any person who 
deliberately takes one drink and then 
attempts to drive an automobile de- 
serves censure or punishment for reck- 
lessly endangering the life and 
limb of the other driver or the pedes- 
trian who happens to cross his path. 

Now this is an assertion of scien- 
tific fact and not a‘mere opinion of a 
prejudiced crank, By actual measure- 
ments it has been ascertained that a 
person who has had one or two little 
drinks is from one-fifth to two-fifths 
of a second slower in reacting to a 
signal. If such a person sees another 
driver bearing down on him or a 
pedestrian crossing in front of him 
‘or a child darting out from the curb, 
he takes precisely one-fifth to two- 
fifths of a second longer to decide 
what he is going to do abont it, and 
meantime the accident has happened. 

Owing to the large number of drink- 
ers in the population and their tra- 
ditional attitude in respect to scien- 
tific teachings concerning the effects 
of alcohol, the law is very lenient 
for drunken drivers and indeed the 
great majority of them get away with 
maiming or murder. 

The drunken drivers that escape ac- 
cidents because the other driver or the 
pedestrian happens to be sober and 
alert, are the most prejudiced of all, 
for they assume that because they 
habitually drink and then drive with- 
out accident, all this stuff about alco- 
hol retarding the reaction time is a 
lot of hooey. Such persons on a 
jury are sure to sympathize with the 
driver who has exercised his liberty 
even at the price of maiming or kill- 
ing some one, 

Frequently we see statistics of the 
frightful havoc wrought by automobile 
traffic and pleas to drivers to obey 
the law and the rules of the road and 
to be careful. Since the law is so 
lenient in interpreting drunken driv- 
ing, and since so many people like 
a little drink themselves, the auto- 
mobile will doubtless long remain our 
most deadly weapon. Instead of urg- 
ing drivers: to be careful we should 
beg them to be sober. Or if that seems 
too much like interference with their 
personal liberty, then put it this way: 
No one is quite fit to take the re- 
sponsibility of driving within an hour 
or two after a drink or two. Many 
who do like a drink have an ex- 
cellent rule: 

Don’t drink if you have to drive 
home, of don't drive if you’ve had a 
drink.

New Drouth Area. 


The report today said that nearly 
normal rainfall during June over the 
Dakotas, Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
where conditions were very bad, had 
hélped but that the rains were inade- 
quate over the corn belt and that a 
new drouth area had developed ix the 
southwest. 

“Small grains and many hay crops, 
which are ordinarily grown on about 
half the total crop acreage, were too 
far advanced to show more than par- 
tial recovery even where the drouth 
was effectively broken by the middle 
of June,” the report said. “A very 
large acreage of spring grain had al- 
ready been lost. Instead of the 69, 
000,000 acres of spring wheat, oats 
and barley expected in March, prob- 
ably less than 54,000,000 acres of 
these crops will be harvested for 
grain.” 

The report said that the shortage 
of water for irrigation in the west 
was rapidly becoming more serious. 

“In west Texas, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and parts of eastern Montana, 
cattle are now suffering and deatk 
losses of cattle have increased,” the 
summary said. 

Despite the short wheat crop, farm 
administration officials reiterated to- 
day that the supply was ample to take 
care of domestic needs, 

The principal aim of the farm ad- 
ministration’s wheat acreage reduc- 
tion campaign was to reduce an enor- 
mous surplus. 

‘ormal Carryover. 

On the basis of present conditions, 
the carryover on July 1, 1935, may 
be about 150,000,000 bushels—the nor- 
imal reserve.

The estimate of burley production 
this year was 280,226.000 pounds, a 
reduction of more than a _ million 
pounds from the 1933 total of 382,- 
033,000. : 

The estimate of 1,364,500 acres 
planted to tobacco this year was 23 
per cent less than 1983's acreage of 
1,769,600.

AIR COMMISSION 
TAKES UP DUTIES 
UNDER ATLANTAN

row to formulate a schedule of work 
and to select quarters. The commis- 
sion will hold public hearings on the 
efficiency, safety, cost and value of 
aviation. 

Many vexing problems will come 
before the agency, among them the 
future of the air mail, the regulation 
of commercial travel and a determina- 
tion of the place of aviation in na- 
tional defense. The much-debated 
question as to the advisability of de- 
veloping lighter-than-air craft likely 
will figure prominently in the com- 
mission’s studies along with the fu- 
ture of naval aviation. 

In creating the agency, congress di- 
rected it simply “to report to con- 
gress not later than February 1, 1935, 
its recommendations of a broad pol- 
icy covering all phases of aviation 
and the relation of the United States 
thereto.” 

Reveals Conversation. 

_ The chairman revealed for the first 
time his telephone conversation with 
Mr. Roosevelt the day he was ap- 
pointed. He was surprised when he 
heard the president’s voice on the 
telephone. The Atlantan recalled the 
conversation ran thusly: 

The President: “I am leaving to- 
night. I’ve called to tell you good- 
bye and to ask you to do something 
for me.” 

Howell: “Tl do anything I. can.” 

The President: “I want you to act 
as chairman of this aviation commis- 
sion I am appointing today.” 

Howell : “What I don’t know about 
aviation will fill a book.” 

The President: “I know that.

It was expected the Akron disaster 
would figure prominently in the com- 
mission’s finding on the place of the 
dirigible in commercial transportation 
and national defense. , 

President Roosevelt also left some- 
thing for the body to think about 
when recently he vetoed the bill au- 
thorizing $5,363.000 for improving 
the Pensacola, Fla., naval air sta- 
tion. The president said the authori- 
zation was “prémature,” for it had 
not been determined that naval avia- 
tion should take precedence in de- 
velopment over army flying.

Georgia Fields 
And Streams

Sunday afternoon was a memorable 
date in my experiences. I 
have mentioned the shack 
woods near my home, where I ait in 
semi-concealment and watch the things 
around me, They can't see me as 
easily as I see them, but I can be 
seen from certain angles, which neces- 
sitates much quietness and stillness on 
my part. 

To get back to Sunday afternoon 
in this shack, however, I want to say 
that a few short minutes gave me one 
of the most interesting insights into 
the very young birds and beasts I 
have ever had. 

To begin with, there was a group of 

three young thrushes in the flat 
muddy stretch at my feet. They were 
this year’s brood; so young were they 
that they. had not learned fear of my 
movements. They hop up to with- 
in five feet of me, cocking a head on 
one side and peering at me wit! an 
expression of intense curiosity. There 
was a marked absence of fear in their 
demeanor as they fed nearby. They 
ecked minute caterpillars from violet 
eaves and flew in short flights from 
one shrub to the next. Some one had 
driven a stick into the ground at a 
low angle, evidently to hold a pot over 
the fire, for there were charred bits 
of wood Between two stones under the 
end of this stick. One of the amali 
thrushes alighted on the support and 
caught a vagrant flash of sunlight, 
probably the only one in that part of 
the woods. Under this gentle illumi- 
nation his brown creat relaxed into 
a perfect head contour, his wings soft- 
ened and moulded to his body, and 
his eye shone with all the brilliance 
of nolished black marble. 

There was a sudden movement off 
to the left and out of the corner of 
my eye I located a fourth thrush. 

is was a slight error, of course, for 
the object in question bounded over 
toward me with most unthrush-like 
movements. It was the mammalian 
prototype of the thrush, namely, the 
chipmunk, that had appeared on the 
scene. This was also a young anima! 
and not ene whit more afraid than 
his avian companions. 


This lack of fear on the part of very 


young animals is most edifying. It is 


at this time that the population of 
wild things is held constant. At this 
age the young fall victim to predators 
and other enemies by the score, but 
somehow, two of a brood always man- 
age to survive, on the average. so that 
when the parent animals fall in the 
constant warfare for existence, there 
is another ry to take their places. 
So the world goes on. peace written 
across the brow of the land, but be-

NORTH BROOKFIELD, Mass., 
July 10.—(/)—Two leaders in differ- 
ent fields today returned to the scenes 
of their boyhood and were overwhelm- 
ed by the welcome of the simple folk 
who knew them before they gained 
fame.

SERVICE IS URGED

U. S. Hopes to Help 
Growers Get Premiums 
for High Quality Staple. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—(?)~— 
The ‘establishment of a government 
cotton classing service throughout the 
belt, designed to assure the 
grower fair premiums for better than 
average staple, is contemplated. 

At the request of Representative 
Buchanan, democrat, Texas, chairman 
of the house appropriations commit- 
tee, the bureau of agricultural eco- 


nomics has surveyed the situation and 
has presented to the Texan a report 
tacitly recommending such a service. 
which it is estimated could be op- 
erated at a maximum cost of 12 cents 
a bale, on an assumed crop of 10,- 
000,000 bales, and less for bigger 
crops. ; 

Meanwhile, the desirability of a 
widespread market news service also 
was stressed. 

The bureau, in a brief completed 
today, said more complete and acces- 
sible facilities for cotton classifica- 
tion were essential if growers were 
to be relieved of “inequalities” in the 
prices they get in local markets. 

It added, after a survey of more 
than 120 local markets, that farm- 
ers trading there received,. for 7-8- 
inch white cotton of grades above 
middling. premiums of only 35 per 
jcent of those quoted in the central 
markets. Discounts to growers for

2—East, being not vulnerable, de- 
cides to take a deliberate sacrifice 
against the game contract, which 
he is sure North and South can 
make. A set of 450, he knows, 
will be better than permitting the 
opponents to make their game, 
3—South’s reasoning is in the same 
vein as that of the East player. 
He knows that to get a good score 
on the board he will have to defeat 
East and West four tricks at their 
five-club contract, and this looks 
most unlikely from his own hold- 
ing. Rather than take the surely 
below average score, South decides 
to gamble that five spades can be 
made. 
In the play West made his nat- 
ural opening of the club jack, and 
declarer won with the ace. He im- 
mediately saw that the fulfillment of 
his contract depended upon losing no 
spade tricks. There being no reason 
to delay the play of the trump suit, 
South, immediately after winning the 
first trick. laid down his spade queen, 
and the West player quite wisely 
played the four-spot. South now 
stopped to consider the situation, He 
knew that, with only two trumps miss- 
ing, the percentages. definitely favored 
playing for the split rather than for 
the finesse. However, this particular 
South player went further. He knew 
that the mathematicak odds did not 
overwhelmingly favor the split over 
the finesse. He therefore tried to 
visualize the type of hand on which 
any good East player would go to 
five clubs without any assistance 
from his partner, and he‘ eventually 
decided that to justify his bidding the 
East pl@yer would need a very un- 
evenly divided hand and one which 
in all likelihood did not hold the 
lone king of spades. as with this card 
any player in the East seat would 
have hopes of defense and accordingly 
b» much more reluctant to take a 
deliberate sacrifice. South knew East 
must hold the heart ace and the king 
and queen of clubs, and that the king 
of spades in addition would make-him 
feel that the game contract might very 
easily be defeated. The declarer had 
the courage of his convictions, and 
allowed his queen of spades to ride 
around. As a result of this play a 
potential bottom was turned into a 
cold top, as the players who played 
the hand at four spades made only 
four and two teams who were pushed 
to five went down one trick.

PREHISTOR LIZARDS 
UNEARTHED IN CANADA 


MORDEN, Canada, July 10.—(4)— 


Two lizards of the underseas, that 
lumbered about the praries 66,000,0U0 
years ago when water covered Cen 
tral North America were being un- 
earthed near here today. 

The fossil remains of the prehistoric 
monsters were found in the Bentonite 
clay belt seven miles west of Morden. 

C. M. Sternburg, member of the 
geological survey of the National Mu- 
seum at Ottawa, who is supervising 
the excavation of the underwater 
animals, stated they were the best 
example of the mosasaur found in 
Canada so far. 

One fossil is 33 feet long and 28 
feet have been fully uncovered. The 
other is a little smaller. They were 
located about eight feet below the sur- 
face by J. E. O’Day, representative of 
a United States firm, who was dig- 
ging for bentonite, a commercial clay. 
He came across markings that. indi- 
cated a fossil and authorities at Ot- 
tawa were notified. Mr. Sternberg, 
who has uncovered dinosaurs in Al- 
berta. arrived from the capital a week 
ago and is highly enthusiastic over 
the find. It will be shipped to Ot- 
tawa. 

The mosasaur was a sinuous crea- 
ture with overlapping scales and “V” 
shaped head and four flippers and a 
tail half its entire length. Mr. Stern- 
berg today said the animal never died 
a natural death. It lived indefinitely 
until some greater monster killed it, 
or if was overcome by some catas- 
trophe. How the Morden specimen 
met death he was unable to say.

IlIi—When Locusts Come. 

After the drouth came the grass- 
hopper—at least in some _ sections 
which suffered from dry weather the 
past spring. Coming by the thousands, 
even by the millions, grasshoppers, or 
locusts, swarmed over fields and ate 
all the green stuff they could find. 


Once covered with growing corn, 
this South Dakota field was laid waste 
by grasshoppers. 

We might fancy that nature would 
spare the farms already visited by 
drouth; but nature lets her children 
go along as they may, winning, los- 
ing, struggling, dying. If grasshoppers 
can gather in such swarms as to kill 
every plant in a great cornfield, that 
is the good fortune of the grasshop- 
pers and the ill-fortune of man. 


‘eats its way ahead. 


Recent locust troubles have been 
bad enough. but not nearly so bad as 
those of 1874, 1875 and 1876. In those 
years Rocky mountain locusts swarm- 
ed over Colorado, Nebraska, Missouri 
and Kansas, turning thousands of 
square miles into waste. Railway 
trains had to be stopped, at times, be- 
cause the “hoppers” had _ gathered 
over the tracks in deep masses. The 
damage to ¢rops was more than $200,- 
000,000. 

Farmers in Canada and the United 
States have cut down the locust dan- 
ger by late fall plowing and harrow- 
ing. Such treatment of the soil tends 
to turn up the eggs and keep them 
from hatching the next spring. Anoth- 
er method of fighting locusts is to 
spread pellets of poison bran mash in 
the pathway. The insects eat the mash 
and soon fall dead. 

Not a great distance’ from the coast 
of Turkey is the island of Cyprus, 
which has an area of about 3,500 
square miles. The island was once the 
scene of great battles against locusts. 
In 1881 thousands of tons of locust 
eggs were gathered and destroyed. 
This helped, but it was not enough. 
The next year new armies of the in- 
sects came forth. 

Young locusts craw! and hop, but 
cannot fly. To bar their path, peo- 
ple in Cyprus set up long screens of 
eanvas, with a strip of varnished 
leather just below the upper edge of 
each screen. The locusts could not 
crawl past the. slippery leather, and 
when they tried to do so, they tum- 
bled into pits which had been dug be- 
low. It was figured that close to 200.- 

000.000 locusts were destroyed in 
that manner in a single year—1883.

Slash Pine To Outdo 
Cotton, Says Coffin 


NEW YORK, July 10.—(#)—The 
birth of a new industry in Georgia, 
utilizing slash pine for newsprint and 
other paper products, has centered the 
attention of the country on a renais- 
sance movement in the southeastern 
states, Howard FE. Coffin, chairman 
of the advisory committee of tlie 
Southeastern Development Board, said 
today. 

“The area is now underpopulated 
although one of the richest in natural 
resources,’ Coffin said. “As an in- 
stance, there is the new industry built 
on the slash pine, heretofore consid- 
ered worthless, which now seems likely 
to become the south’s richest asset. 

“Thousands of acres of what has 
been regarded as waste land are going 
to advance the development of the 
area by 50 years. All this is evident 
to anyone familiar with the experi- 
ments of Dr. Charles H. Herty in his 
Savannah laboratory. The new indus- 
try, it is predicted, will be more im-| 
portant than cotton.” 

Coffin said the executive committee 
of the organization has among its 
members the governors of Virginia, 
North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama and Florida.
